SHORT HILLS, N J. (UPI)-A 
14-year-old boy who had been un­ 
der psychiatric care for a year 
killed his father, an A&P food 
chain executive, and then held po­ 
lice off for 90 minutes with a gun 
in each hand before surrendering 
today to a courageous detective. 
The boy, Robert Besch Jr.,

The two leaders, taking each 
other’s measure for the first time 
in man-to-man talks sure to shape 
future American-Soviet relations, 
greeted one another in friendly 
fashion outside the American am­ 
bassador’s home in Vienna’s sub­ 
urbs. 
The 44-year-old President was 
smiling and the 67 • year-old 
Khrushchev soon wore his fami­ 
liar beaming grin as they posed 
for photographers.

At the outset 
four American and three Russian 
aides sat in.

Broadway Stars, Bit Players 
Mourn For George S. Kaufman 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The stars! 
and bk players of Broadway to­ 
day mourned the death of George 
S. Kaufman, bushy-haired and be­ 
loved writer, director and pro­ 
ducer whose 46-year record of 
great hit comedies and musicals 
won two Pulitzer prizes. 
Kaufman, 71, died Friday of a 
heart attack. He had suffered a 
stroke 18 months ago and in the 
last few months had been inac­ 
tive. Funeral services will be held 
Sunday. 
Kaufman much preferred to 
write plays with others, and his 
list of productions sounds like a 
collection of almost all the hits 
since 1921. They include "Silk 


Band,” "The Late George Apley.” |fame when he became a central 
figure in the lurid divorce trial 
of actress Mary Astor in 1936 
Kaufman was named as Miss As­ 
ter’s lover in a torrid, indiscreet 
diary left by the actress and 
brought to the courtroom by her 
husband, Dr. Franklyn Thorpe 
Kaufman's wife, Beatrice, showed 
unconcern over the affair, saying, 
"Is it unusual for a 
flirt with an actress?” 
Atter his wife Beatrice died in 
1945, he married Leueen McGrath 
who helped writ* "Silk Stock­ 
ings." They were divorced in 
1957. 
Kaufman'! final play, "I Give It 
Six Months," written with Miss 
McGrath, is scheduled to appear 
in the early fall.
